ALLIED OFFENSIVE SOON 


WASHINGTON, Monday — Making 
his third major broadcast since the war 
began for the United States on 
December 7th, the President said :— 
“We are daily increasing our strength, 
This war is a new kind of war; it is 
different from all other wars in the 
past not only in its methods and 
weapons, but also in its geogr a 
We must all understand and face the 
hard fact that our job now is to fight 
at distances which extend all the way 
around the globe. 


A HEAVY TOLL 


“We fight at these vast distances 
because that is where our enemies are. 
Until our flow of supplies gives us a 
clear superiority we must keep on 
striking our enemies wherever and 
whenever we can meet them, even if 
for a while we have to yield ground. 
Actually we are taking a heavy toll of 
the enemy every day that goes by us. 

“The object of the Nazis and 
Japanese is to separate the United 
States, Britain, China and Russia, and 
to isolate them one from another, so 
that each will be surrounded and cut 
off from resources, supplies and rein- 
forcements. It is the old familiar Axis 
policy of ‘divide and conquer.’ ”’ 

To those who still thought in terms 
of the days of sailing ship, and advised 
the return of warships, ‘planes and 
merchant ships to home waters, so as 
to concentrate solely on a last ditch 
defence, he emphasised the vast potenti- 
alities of the Allied Powers, and said: 
“ I is obvious what would happen if 
all these great reservoirs of power were 
cut off from each other either by enemy 
action or by self-imposed isolationism. 
We could no longer send any aid to 
China. If we lost communication with 
the South-West Pacific, all the area, 
including Australia and New Zealand, 
would fall under Japanese domination, 
and Japan could then release great 
numbers of ships and men to launch 
attacks on a large scale agaigst the 
coasts of the estern Hemjsphere, 
including Alaska. At the same time 
she could immediately extend her con- 
quests to India and through the 
ae Ocean to Africa and the Near 

ast. 


MUNITIONS TELL 


“If we were to stop sending 
munitions to the British and Russians 
in: the Mediterranean and the Persian 
Gulf areas, we would help the Nazis 
to overrun Turkey, Syria, Iraq, 
Persia, Egypt and the Suez Canal, the 
whole coast of North Africa and the 
whole coast of West Africa, putting 
Germany within striking distance of 
South America, If by such a fatuous 
policy we ceased to protect the North 
Atlantic supply line to Britain and to 
Russia, we would help to cripple the 
splendid counter-offensive by Russias 
against the Nazis, and we would heip 
to deprive Britain of essential food 
supplies and munitions. 


THE EAGLE 


“Those Americans who believed we 
could live under the illusion of 
Isolationism wanted the 
eagle to imitate the tactics of the 
ostrich, Now many of these same. 
people are afraid we may be sticki 
our necks out and want the nati 
bird to be turned into a turtle. But 
we preter to retain the eagle as it is— 
flying high, striking hard. 

“I know 1 speak for the mass of 
the American people when I say we 
reject the turtle policy and will con- 
tinue increasingly the policy of carry- 
ing the war to the enemy in distant

possible from our own home grounds. 

“There are four main lines of com- 
munication now being travelled by our 
ships—the North Atlantic, the South 
Atlantic, the Indian Ocean and the 
South Pacific. These routes are not 
one-way streets; for the ships which 
carry our troops and munitions out- 
ward bound bring back the essential 
raw materials which we require for our 
own use. The maintenance of these 
vital lines is a very tough job. It is 
a job which requires tremendous 
daring, tremendous resourcefulness, 
and, above all, a tremendous. produc- 
tion of ‘planes, tanks, guns and ships 
to carry them. And Í speak again for 
the American people when I say that 
we can and will do that, job.” 

“I can tell you that we already 
have a large number of bombers and 
pursuit "planes manned by American 
pilots, which are now in daily contact 
with the enemy in the South-West 
Pacific, and thousands of American 
troops are to-day in that area engaged 
in operations, not only in the air, but 
on the ground as well. 


OVERWHELM JAPAN

**UTMOST CONTEMPT ”’ 


President Roosevelt expressed the 
“utmost contempt’’ for Americans 
who gossiped that there was no longer 
any Pacific Fleet, and that the Govern- 
ment wa» withholding the real losses 
at Pearl Harbour. He said that many 
ships of the Pacific Fleet were not 
in Pearl Harbou: in December, and, 
denying that a thousand American 
"planes had been lost there. said; 
"We have destroyed considerably more 
Japanese ‘planes than they have 
destroyec of ours, We Americans have 
been compelled to yield ground, but 
we will regain it. We and other united 
nations are committed to destruction 
of the militarism of Japan and Ger- 
many. We are daily increasing our 
strength. Soon we, and not our 
enemies, will have the offensive; we, 
and not they, will win the final battles, 
and we, and not they, will make the 
final peace. 

“Germany, Italy and Japan are 
very close to their maximum output of 
planes, guns, tanks and ships. The 
united nations are not, especially the 
United States of America.” 

The President said that, after sur- 
veying progress of production with 
Donald Nelson, he was assured that the 
goals he announced on January 6 
would be attained to give the United 
States ‘‘overwhelming superiority ’’ on 
the seas and in the air.” He gave 
‘‘three high purposes for every Ameri-

PROPAGANDA 


“ Axis propagandists have tried in 
various evil ways to destroy our con- 
fidence in our own Allies. They say 
the British are finished, that the 
Russians and Chinése are about to 
quit. Patriotic and sensible Americans 
will reject these absurdities.’’ 

The united nations, he said, ‘con- 
stituted an association of independent 
peoples of equal dignity and import- 
ance, sharing in a unified plan wherein 
all must play their several parts, 
each being equally indispensable 
and dependent one on the other. 
“The American people will find ways 
and means of expressing their deter- 
mination ;to their enemies, including 
the Japanese Admiral who has said 
that he will dictate the terms of peace 
here in the White House. The task 
that we Americans now face will test 
us to the uttermost. Never before 
have we been called upon to produce 
such a prodigious effort. Never before 
have we had so little time wherein to 
do so much.”’

Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, 
intends to press for a minimum 
penalty of £20. This was announced 
at eg ig yesterday, when Dr.

““I have the approval of the Govern- 
ment to lay certain proposals before 
the Dail as soon as possible, and I 
intend to ask the Oireachtas to provide 
for a minimum fine of £20 for every 
Statute acre in default this year of the 
25 per cent. Tillage of. Arable Land 
Regulation. We are living through a 
serious emergency, and have to be very 
watchful that none of the big Powers 
battling for supremacy seize what 
might appear to them to be the tactical 
advantage of occupying Éire. — 

Young men had answered the call to 
repel invasion, and there were in the 
regular Army and the auxiliary ser- 
vices an enthusiastic and efficient force.

MILK AND BACON 


They were not far from the border- 
line in the production of milk products, 
and little more than sufficient bacon 
was expected.

MR. DILLON ON GRAIN 
PRICES 


A strong attraction at the meeting 
was the attendance of Mr. James 
Dillon, T.D. Instead, however, of refer- 
ring to his resignation from Fine Gael, 
Mr. Dillon wholeheartedly supported 
Dr. Ryan, and urged the farmers to 
grow more wheat. Whatever they 
might have thought of growing wheat 
in times of peace, they should all get 
together and grow it now. He was not 
sure, he said, that he agreed with the 
Minister in treating oats and barley so 
lightly. These were both most impor. 
tant, crops. Barley helped largely to 
keep alive two of the greatest indus- 
tries—brewing and distilling. In addi- 
tion, it could be fed to their cattle in 
the winter and go to make manure for 
the season ahead. But farmers should 
not be asked to sell it at 37s: a barrel 
to brewers, who paid 75s. a barrel for 
it in England. Oats were equally im- 
portant, and he suggested that the 
Government should remove the restric- 
tions from both these crops and allow 
the farmers to sell both at their own 
price, If that were done, he would 
— that the farmers would pro- 

uce bumper crops. 


AXIS RESISTANCE IN 
LIBYA 


Axis columns in the battle area in 
Libya are showing stronger resistance 
than a week ago, and air activity has 
increased 

From Cairo British General Head- 
quarters report that in the general 
area east of Tmimi and gouth 
of the Tmimi-Mekili tract their 
fighting patrols and mobile columns 
on Sunday, encountered a some- 
what heavier scale of resistance from 
Axis columns, while considerable move- 
ment was observed in the afternoon 
from Martuba towards Tmimi. Axis 
air activity against targets in the 
British forward area was also on an 
increased scale. British air forces again 
covered their land - operations by 
= me sweeps, while their bombers 
effectively attacked positions in the 


rear. 

The R.A... Middle East communiqué 
announced that in Cyrenaica a Junkers 
was intercepted and shot down, a 
crew of four being taken prisoner. 
Another Junkers 88 was destroyed off 
the North African coast, and several 
others were severely damaged. During 
Sunday and Saturday night Axis air- 
craft carried out a series of sustained 
attacks on Malta. Some damage was 
caused, but casualties were small. 
British fighters intercepted the raiding 
formations and shot down a Me. 109. 
Other Ju. 88s and Me. 109s were so 
severely damaged that they are un- 
likely to have reached their bases. 
Naval aircraft, it is said, successfully 
attacked an Axis tanker in the Central 
Mediterranean during Saturday night. 
A hit with a torpedo was followed by 
a large flash. Two British aircraft are 
missing.— (Press Association.)

BURMA BATTLES 


RANGOON,. Monday.—The military 
situation on the Burma front, it was 
reliably reported to-night, remains un- 
changed. Fighting continues in the 
area between the Bilin and Sittaung 
Rivers, and British troops are inflict- 
ying heavy casualties on the Japanese. 

The R.A.F. communiqué issued at 
noon states:—‘‘In the course of air 
actions three enemy aircraft have al- 
ready been destroyed. There was no 
loss of any of our machines.”’ 

Taking off from their base in Ran- 
goon a squadron of ‘planes of the 
American volunteer group flew over 
the Bilin river front on Saturday, and 
subjected concentrations of Japanese 
troops there to a terrific bombing. 
Casualties inflicted on the enemy are 
reported to be heavy. While machine- 


ing ten minutes the U.S. airmen sent 
five machines crashing to the ground, 
without loss to themselves.—(Reuter.) 
Some 55,000 Indians have left Burma, 
it was disclosed at a meeting of the 
Indian Council of State, says Madras 
radio. 


THE FIGHT IN BALI 


BATAVIA, Monday.-—A communiqué 
issued by the South-west Pacific Com- 
mand says :—‘‘ Bomber aircraft of the 
South-west Pacific Command again 
bombed the enemy-occupied aerodrome 
of Den Pasaro, on Bali Island, yester- 
day. A dive-bombing attack was 
carried out in Banka Strait, and one 
enemy merchant vessel of more than 


ten thousand tons was hit and 
left on fire. Other large ships in the 
same area were machjne-gunned, 


A number of fighter patrols and 
reconnaissance flights were carried out. 
Two of our reconnaissance aircraft 
were attacked by seventeen Navy “O 
fighters, but evaded them in the clouds 
and successfully completed their tasks. 
Enemy bombers and fighters which 
attacked our aerodromes yesterday suf- 
fered a number of casualties. At one 
aerodrome two were shot down by 
A.-A. fire and one b se soma a fire, 
and another was badly damaged. A.-A. 
unners shot down a Navy “O” 
ghter at another aerodrome.

BREAD RESTRICTION 
IN FORCE 


JITH ‘Priority for the Poor” 

as their by-word, sellers of 
bread yesterday tried to put the 
‘* four loaves instead of five ’’ Order 
on a practical basis. None of them 
seems to know how this will be 
accomplished, but all are deter- 
mined to do everything within their 
power to see that the poor man 


““gets a fair whack.’’ It is pro- 
bable that a _ rationing system 
similar to that employed with 


cigarettes will be adopted by bakers 
and shopkeepers, and only regular 
customers will be served. 

Bakers in general are regarding the 
scheme hopefully, provided there is no 
curtailment of supplies. A_leadin 
member of the trade told an’ /rish 
Times reporter yesterday : “ There will 
be a great deal of grumbling and mis- 
understanding for the first two or three 
days, but after that matters should 
straighten themselves out. People will 
find that they can save bread, and will 
start, eating those stale endg instead 
of throwing them in the dust-bin. 
Whatever happens the bakers will do 
everything in their power to see that 
justice is done to everyone. If the 
rich do as Mr. Lemass asks, and try 
to cut out flour and bread almost 
entirely, there is no reason why we 
should not struggle along.” 

It is unlikely that a black market in 
bread will spring up as a result of this 
Order, for supplies of flour have been 
restricted since last November. It is 
extremely improbable, therefore, that 
anyone could have accumulated any. 
The flour restrictions also apply to con- 
fectionery, so that fewer cakes and 
pastry will be available. 


POTATO BREAD 


A Dublin bake: last week produced 
a loaf containing twenty per cent: of 
potatoes. It was quite palatable, but 
the general experience of the trade is 
that the wholesale use of potatoes is 
impracticable. Apart from the fact 
that special machinery would be neces- 
sary to wash and peel the potatoes, 
the use of this vegetable would affect 
the quality of the flour. Potatoes were 
used in Dublin bakeries in the last 
war, and resulted in great waste. 


FUTURE OF INDIA 
STATUS MAY BE DEFINED 


A new attempt to resolve the diffi- 
culties in relation to India is shortly 
to be made by the British Government, 


|says the Press Association Diplomatic 


Correspondent. The War Cabinet is 
now engaged in reviewing the whole 
situation, and in the near future the 
Prime’ Minister will make a compre- 
hensive statement on the attitude and 
intentions of the Government. 

The widespread demand for a new 
and clear exposition of Britain’s inten- 
tions concerning India’s post-war status 
has been crystallised by the recent 
message of General Chiang Kai-shek. 
He, of course, was reflecting what has 
always been the British viewpoint— 
that India should become a free and 
equal partner in the Commonwealth. 
e old issue remains, and this is cer- 
tainly not whether India should have 
freedom, but when. The solution lies 
in finding a constitutional formula to 
which all the various parties in India 


The forthcoming declaration by the 
British Government is a further at- 
tempt to achieve this unity of purpose. 
Upon its success depends not only the 
post-war constitution of India; but, of 
more immediate importance, whole- 
hearted c ration by all parties and 
interests in India’s war effort and de- 
fence. 

I understand that Britain may be 
prepared to pledge herself to a definite 
course of action after the war, with 
only one proviso—and this is a funda- 


agreement can be established between 
the main political elements in India, on 
whom would fall the tasks of self- 


government.

On another sector Russian forces, 
having forced their way into the 
village (B), are continuing their offen- 
sive and advancing along the railway 
line leading to the inhabited locality 
(P).

10 German tanks, 79 guns, 70 trench 
mortars, 59 machine-guns and 97 carts 
loaded with military supplies, and, 
breaking German resistance, is advanc- 
ing westward.

The Germans are making prepara-

arrested and is in Mountjoy Prison.

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The Coming Clash _ 

The twenty-fourth birthday of the 
Red Army has produced two interest- 
ing statements. One is Premier 


that he has made since last Novem- 
ber; the other is a broadcast on the 
winter campaign by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Noldan, one of the German 
Army’s official spokesmen. The 
Russian leader makes no extra- 
vagant claims regarding the Soviet 
Army’s recent successes ; but he does 
hold out great hopes for the future. 
He promises his men that during the 
next few months “the insensate 
enemy’’ will be hurled back from 
Leningrad; that White Russia, the 
Ukraine, Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, 
Karelia, and the Crimea will be 
freed from the Germans; and that 
the Red flag soon will fly again over 
the whole of the Soviet’s territory. 
Premier Stalin’s statement is inter- 
preted in Moscow as a sign that the 
initial advantage gained by the 
Germans in Russia already has been 
‘wiped out, and that henceforward 
the war will be decided by ‘‘ more 
permanent factors ’’—namely, moral, 
the quantity of men and material at 
each side’s disposal, and the quality 
of the High Command. Evidently, 
the Russian leaders are confident 
not only that the Red forces will 
be able to stave off the German 
offensive in the spring, but that 


their actual advances can be 
continued until the invaders shall 
have been forced to take 


refuge behind their own frontiers. 
The Germans seem to be equally 
confident. In his broadcast statement 
Colonel Noldan informed his hearers 
that “a period of terrible suspense ”’ 
had been overcome. He gave the 
general impression that the un- 
doubted danger with which the 
German forces in Russia had been 
threatened during the winter had 
been surmounted safely, and that the 
initiative on the Eastern front was 
about to pass once again into German 
hands. 

As a kind of ironic commentary 
on Russian and German statements 
alike, there is a report from 
Norwegian sources that the German 
Army authorities have placed an 
order Norway half a 
million pairs of skis for use in 
next winter’s campaign! The mere 
idea of another winter of is 
appalling—even for the inhabitants 
of a peaceful country which is 
warmed by the Gulf Stream. What 
must it be for the German and 
Russian soldiers, who have been 
fighting without respite in Arctic 
conditions for the last four months? 
Nobody who has not had first-hand 
experience of a Russian winter can 
appreciate what the opposing armies 
have gone through; and their trials 
are not over yet. The thaws will not 
set in for at least another six weeks. 
Even then there will be about a 
month of weather that will make 
campaigning almost impossible, and 
nothing in the nature of a general 
offensive will be possible before the 
beginning of May. In the mean- 
time, the world will continue to 
watch the titanic struggle with 
increasing interest. The leaders on 
both sides realise clearly what is at 
stake. Germany will strdin every 
nerve to strike a ‘‘ knock-out ” blow 
as soon as weather conditions become 
favourable; Russia will do every- 
thing in her power to parry it. No 
doubt, there will be military diver- 
sions in other parts of Europe and 
the Middle East. Each side will do 
its best to keep the other guessing; 
but the spring campaign in Russia 
will over-shadow everything else in 
importance. A Russian victory might 
end the war in a few months; a 
German victory might prolong it for 
years.

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Unity in India 


War is drawing very close to 
India. Singapore has fallen, and 
the British people are undeniably 
pessimistic about the prospects of 
Rangoon, while Japanese  sub- 
marines have been operating already 
in the Bay of Bengal. In these 
circumstances, the defence of India 
becomes what nobody could have 
anticipated—a matter of extreme 
urgency. Many commentators both 
in Great Britain and in India point 
to the rival experience of Malaya 
and of Luzon, in the Philippines. 
In Malaya, they observe, the 
British and Imperial troops fought 
a rearguard, losing action all the 
time, receiving little assistance from 
the natives, for the reason that the 
natives bear no particular good-will 
In Luzon, on the 
other hand, General MacArthur is 
offering a magnificent resistance on 
the Bataan peninsula, wherein he 
enjoys the invaluable assistance of 
the native Filipinos. The differ- 
ence, according to these critics, is 
that the Americans have settled any 
political differences previously out- 
standing between themselves and 
the Filipinos; the British have left 
unsatisfied the aspirations of the 
Malayans and Burmese. Will the 
native Indians, they ask, display 
the same reluctance to co-operate 
against the Japanese, leaving the 
whole burden to be borne by an 
army which, however powerful, 
must be insignificant in comparison 
with the forces that Japan can 
unloose ? : |

DUBLIN HEALTH BOARD 


APPOINTMENTS 
Mr. Basil McGuckin, K.C., for the 


Dublin Board of Assistance, in the 
inguiry into its administration, yester- 
day said that if the Board were to 
die, it would die as it had lived— 
high above any political motive.

The Lord Mayor of Dublin, Alder- 
man P. 8. Doyle, T.D., Chairman of 
the Board, said that the Board felt 
that they had a right to make the five 
appointments, especially as they held 
that they were under no obligation to 
work the food voucher scheme, except 
in helping to carry it out as an 
emergency measure. 

The inquiry adjourned until 11 a.m. 
to-day. 


WHITE RULE IN AFRICA 


Mrs. Yoty Cayford, member of the 
Colonial Bureau of the Fabian 
Society, spoke of “ The Development 
of Tropical Africa” at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club, at 
the Gresham Hotel.‘ By the beginning 
of the present century, the lecturer 
said, the evils in Africa resultant 
upon the various colonising invasions 
were stinking in the nostrils of the 
world.

‘ORGANISED CHARITY " 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In these days, when organised 
public assistance is acknowledged to be 
a vital part of civic life and machinery, 
and money and time are at a premium, 
it is surely necessary to conserve the 
time and energy of people who are 
engaged in só. charitable work, as 
well as the inadeguate financial re- 
sources at their command. —Further- 
more, the very important matter of 
preserving the moral of those who are 
being assisted must be taken into 
account. It is possible that much 
might be accomplished by . preventing 
the overlapping of those existing 
charitable organisations which are not 


now co-operative in any organised 
sense. 

In the U.S.A., in even quite small 
communities, a Central ureau of 


Registration, to serve all charitable 
organisations indiscriminately, is con- 
sidered indispensable to the work of 
public assistance, or to that section of 
it usually designated as ‘‘ organised 
charity.”” Many people consider the 
‘Jatter term an unfortunate one. 

A Central Bureau of Registration 
consists of a card-index system, a tele- 
phone, and a worser to manipulate both; 
these simple essentials must be in- 
creased in ratio to need, and, of course, 
only the inquiries of .uthorised per- 
sons are answered; it could be main- 
tained by a trifling contribution from 
each society using it. When an ap- 
plication for help is made, a society's 
first step is to lodge an inquiry at the 
Bureau; if the applicant is registered, 
his or her name, addresg, and the name 
of any organisation interested, are 
available. [f the case is not registered, 
the inquiring worker now registérs it. 
If, however, she finds that a society, 
or more than one, are already actively 
interested in the applicant, she gets 
into touch at once with the worker or 
workers concerned, and, forthwith, 
knowledge of the case and financial or 
other resources are pooled, with the 
resnit that a constructive plan is 
worked out, 

This co-operation has manifold ad- 
vantages, among which are the follow- 
ing :— 

(1) Time, energy and resources are 
saved. I put these first, as they com- 
prise, of course, the foundation upon 
which one must build. 

(2) Overlapping is impossible: two 
or more societies may be doing 
identical work for a case or family 
without being aware of each other's 
activities. 

(ó) Danger ‘of pauperisation is 
reatly minimised. Some persons may 
ive by tapping, without restraint, the 
resources of an unlimited number of 
charitable organisations, their efforts 
to support themselves decreasing in 
direct ratio to their success in this 
pursuit. 

(4). The applicant for help is saved 
the indignity of innumerable searching 
interviews by social workers, and the 
latter are saved much unnecessary 
labour. 

(5) Pooled resources, naturally, 
achieve better results, especially where 
some societies specialise in certain 
aspects of a case—viz., Child Welfare, 
Room Keepers, Pre-Natal, Hospital 
Social Service, etc. 

In my opinion, it is impossible for 
any one society to meet adequately all 
the needs in many types of cases; but 
the damage to the moral of those people 
and their children who may, un- 
checked, receive the same kind of 
assistance from a number of societies 
at the same time is a matter for 
serious consideration In this connec- 
tion, | would also put forward a plea 
that, where it ig possible, men and 
women who receive assistance should 
be given a chance to play some part, 
however small, in the working of any 
organisation from which they are re- 
ceiving help. It would engender self- 
respect and initiative, rather than 
shame and discouragement, and, look- 
ing to the future, we shall badly need 
the former qualities in our citizens.—

““ The Impresario " 


I see that my friend Dermot 
McMurrough’s fantasy, “The 
Opium Smoker,”’ is to be played by 
the Irish Radio Orchestra at its 
symphony concert on Thursday 
night. By an unhappy slip it has 
been announced as ‘‘ The Opium 
Eater ’’—the title of De Quincey’s 
somewhat more famous work. 

I believe that the late Sir 
Hamilton Harty was much taken 
with “ The Opium Smoker,’’ which 
was composed as far back as 1927, 
and has been performed several 
times in England, notably by Keith 
Douglas and the Bradford Philhar- 
monic, and later a couple of times 
at Hastings. 


I am glad to hear also that 


Dermot McMurrough — otherwise 
Mr. Harold R. White, the well- 
known music critic — has just 


finished a new opera. It is called 
“ The Impresario,’ the book being 
by Mr. D. J. Giltinan. It is 
written for four chapacters and 
deals with the jealousies and non- 
sense that go on among operatic 
artists and the troubles experienced 
by the impresario in dealing with 
temperamental prime donne. 

It is in a strongly satirical vein 
and very funny, and the music is 
light and tuneful. There is no 
chorus, and, as there is no need 
for great weight in the orchestra, 
it is scored for limited orchestra 
with strings, wood-wind and the 
occasional use of tympani. It is 
hoped that the production will be 
fixed for an early date.

On reading my notes 1s they 
appeared in Saturday’s ‘‘Diary”’ I 
realised that I had eg, 3" up badly 
in my first paragraph.

only Government Department which 
has shown any originality or initia- 
tive in making its needs and its 
deeds known to the public. 


Public Relations 


I have often wondered why the 
Department of Supplies and such 
Government institutions as the Tv f 
Board do not follow the example of 
the Army and establish their own 
Public Relations Department. 

In this country there are many 
almost insurmountable difficulties to 
be overcome in the task of making 
the public “ Army conscious.”’ As 
a nation we lack the urge of war; 
our Army lacks the fictitious 
glamour and glory of being at war, 
and we are without the limitless 
financial resources which can always 
be found for war. 

In spite of all this, the Army 
Publicity Section has succeeded 
nobly in its task. In short feature 
films, in special newspaper articles, 
in photographic. features (such as 
the one which you wil! see in the 
next Times Pictorial), in “specials” 
of many kinds, in sponsored stories, 
in radio interviews and other broad- 
casts, in its own monthly magazine, 
An Cosantoir, and. above all, by 


ai 
its ready understanding of the needs 
of journalists and its willingness to 
help us at all times, the Army 
Publicity Section has well earned 
this tribute which I now un- 
grudgingly pay.

As a 
result, the principal—and, indeed, the 
only—ar ent in favour of routin 
Near and Middle East supplies roun 
the Cape has gone by the board. 

Seeing that the Indian Ocean route 
cannot any a be regarded as safe 
for Allied supplies it is advisable for 
them to take account of its other great 
area i €., excessive length of 
voya To repeat a comparison 
alrea y made, from Halifax to 
Capetown is 6,423 miles, and 
from Capetown to Port Said is 
another 5, ie. 11,760 in all. As 
against this.the direct. voyage, Halifax- 
Port Said, is only 4,571 m es. Quite 
recently Mr. Churchill pointed out that 
a merchantman can only, make three 
trips a year by the Cape route, now 
as exposed as any other. Seeing that 
this route is more than two-and-a-half 
times as long as the alternative, it 
must require some _ twice-and-a-half 
times as many ships to do the same 
amount of carrying. Or, to put it 
another way, a ship can make two- and- 
a-half times the number of voyages via 
Gibraltar that she can via the Cape— 
$.€.; seven or — trips annually in- 
stead of three, ich is so enormous a 
gain that it would pay the Allies to 
strive for it at almost any cost. 


CONVOY RISKS 


Much has been talked about the 
risks encountered by convoys in narrow 
waters—but what are the real facts as 
shown by the latest experiences of the 
present war? The side, which en- 
joyed local surface of sea superiority has 
always got the bulk of its convoys 
through such narrow waters—the Japa- 
nese down Makassar Strait, the Ger- 
mans up-Channel from Brest, the 
British last week in the Mediterranean, 
Since we have so many examples in 
the current year, why go further back? 
It is not necessary to have air super- 
iority over the waters concerned to 
get a convoy through—it is quite suffi- 
cient to be able to contest the air on 
a fairly. even footing. This was the 
big, fundamental difference between 
Dunkirk on the one hand, and Greece, 
Crete and Singapore on the other. 

In fade of the statement of some 
weeks back by Admiral Land, Chair- 
man of the U.S. Maritime Commission, 
that “construction of Allied shipping 
is now forging ahead of losses by sink- 
ings,’’ it would seem as if some more 
aggressive line of naval policy might pay 
the Allies better—at least, in the Atlantic

ALLEGED MURDER 
OF HUSBAND 


MOTHER OF FIFTEEN 
ON TRIAL 


MOTHER of fifteen children appeared 
A in the dock at the Central Criminal! 
Court in Dublin yesterday charged 
with murdering her husband. She was 
Sarah Madigan, aged 42 years, alleged by 
State Counsel to have administered 
strychnine to her husband, Patrick, sixty 
years old County Council worker, after he 
had accused her of infidelity. With her in 
the dock was her daughter, Nora, aged 
eighteen, charged with the same offence, 
but who will be given a separate trial. 

Counsel for the State, Mr. M. J. Con- 
nolly, K.C., told the Court yesterday that 
husband and wife lived in a cottage near 
Kilkee for twenty-four years. East year 
discord entered “into their relations. Madi- 
gan accused his wife of infidelity, and there 
would be evidence that a weal farmer 
named Hassett came to the house during 
the day when the husband was absent. 
There were other meetings, too. Feeling 
grew worse, and Mrs. Madigan said that 
her husband threatened her with a knife. 
Counsel described how, on August 30, 1941, 
the accused women had purchased 20 grains 
of strychnine at a local druggist’s shop, 
stating that she wanted it to poison cats 
that were killing her chickens. On Sep- 
tember 13 she purchased 20 more grains, 
and within ten days her husband was dead. 
Half to one grain of strychnine, counse! 
said. was a fatal dose for an aduit. 

Mr. Connolly spoke of a scene which 
occurred when Madigan ordered Hassett 
out of the house, and added that when a 
man named de Loughrey approached the 
prisoner on September 19, and said her 
husband wanted to settle the dispute she 
said that she would ‘sages to see his corpse 
coming than himse! “The corpse came 
on September 23,” commented counsel. On 
the day of Madigan’s death he took his 
dinner with him from home. Soon after 
eating it he was found ill on the side of 
the road. Ho was shivering all over, and 
got convulsions and died in a few hours. 


THE EVIDENCE 


Michael Madigan (20) said that he was 
one of eight brothers. There were also 
seven sisters. There was a row between 
his father and mother a month before his 
father’s death, and from that until his 
father’s death his parents did not speak to 
each other.

AXIS STRATEGY 


How the Axis High Command views 
the question was made abundantly 
clear in Admiral Luetzow’s recent 
extraordinarily interesting broadcast, on 
the Mediterranean rage: “With 

lans Britain wo ave closed 
cote Germany a blockade which 
would have been even ti gor than the 
blockade of the First War.” 
And again: “ We began a ceaseless 
attacks on Malta and were even forced 
to push the Atlantic battle against 
British shipping into the background 
and withdraw a great number of 
U- boats | from there to the Mediter- 
ranean.”’ In other words, it was im- 
rative to vigorously attack the 
ritish communications; because other- 
wise the British could build up an 
overpowering front in the all-important 
African war-theatre—which was over- 
seas from both belligerents, be it 
clearly understood, 

Sonie eight or ten days, ago “a 
Reuter telegram from Cairo ” appeared 
in the papers, which spoke of “the 
possibility in the spring of a German 
drive towards the great oil centre of 
Iraq’ and of counter-preparations 
thereto. For a long time past the pre- 
sent writer has felt unable to subscribe 
to the common. “Hitler needs oil ' 
theory. It would -now seem a good 
deal more reasonable to assume that 
Germany has reatly expanded her 
capacity of distilling oil from coal—a 
science, by the way, which she has 
imparted to the Japanese Over and 
above her own vast coal resources, Ger- 
many now controls those of Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, Belgium and France: 
those of ‘Russia, probably, are too close 
to the fighting fre t. At all events, 
the Axis has managed for two-and-a- 
half years to do without any major 
oilfield—though we may be certain that 
the Polish and Rumanian fields, as well 
as the minor ones in Alsace and 
Albania have been exploited to the full. 


LIBYA CAMPAIGN 
It certainly seems a very questionable 
olicy to ‘immobilise an army in 


alestine and Syria in face of a threat | 


that may never materialise.- We learn 
that ‘‘a broad gauge railway is being 
built to link Palestina and Syria.”’ 
And all this time it is alleged that the 
war in Libya is a contest of com- 
munications. Why has no railway 
construction taken place in rear of the 
8th Army? According to Captain 
Margesson, the late War Minister, 
the recent advance in aig broke down 
because it was 300 miles in advance of 
railhead. The railhead in question 
is, apparently, still at Mersa Matruh. 
Why it: has not been pushed~out to 
Sidi Barrani at least is one of these 
things the ordinary observer finds it 
difficult to understand. The distance is 
eighty miles as the crow flies—say 100 
along the easiest trace for a railway 
track. Meantime, judging by this 
Reuter despatch, all Africa is busy 
makin rie ways in Asia—we are told 
about Egyptians, Basutos, Kaffirs, West 
Africans, South African engineers and 
Rand ‘miners toiling through the 
mountains of Syria. The fact is the 
British seem to have quite forgotten 
their own experience during the last 
war in Sinai—on the other side of 
Egypt. Then they only advanced 
steadily when they had made a Sopa 
and a water pipe-line. And in 1916-1 
they had to push the railway in front 
of them instead of . carrying it. up 
behind. 


NAVAL OPERATIONS 

A similar reflection, about the naval 
side of operations, ‘is prompted by 
another statement by Admiral Luetzow: 
‘* Receiving information that a British 
offensive was imminent, we began to 
launch our attacks against the British 
Mediterranean Fleet.”’ The fine battle- 
ship Barham was the most notable 
victim of these attacks. One wonders 
was she — and her two colleagues— 
engaged at the time on a battleship’s 
job? In the last war that sort of in- 
shore work was;entrusted to monitors; 
but there has been no mention of these 
ships in the present war—not since 
Terror was sunk quite a considerable 
time back, And, yet, monitors have 
the big recommendation of being 
speedy of construction — one year 
against the battleship’s four. For 
example, if the guns and turrets of 
the battleships now building had been 
used to arm three times the number of 
super-monitors a year ago! One 
wonders what such a _ shipbuilding- 
animator as Fisher would have de- 
cided? It is known that at one critical 
stage on his retreat to El Ageila, 
General Rommel abandoned the coast 
road for fear of naval bombardment. 

At the present time there is a lull 
on the Libyan front, with the Allies 
occupying a reasonably strong west- 
ward-facing position at Gazala. It 
would seem simply commonsense on 
their part to make up their minds to 
consolidate there, to reinforce heavily, 
to push railhead as close to Tobruk as 
they safely can, to reinforce the 
Mediterranean Fleet with all available 
ships of suitable types, to regain the 
November standards of air superiority, 
and to forget about the milk-cans so 
eras diluted in the South China Sea. 


LECTURE ON GLACIERS

none the balance. Nor can it be for 

an appreciable time to come. It was 
poi out in these notes three or four 
weeks ago that the Indian Ocean was 
becoming a danger zone for Allied 
shipping, and, of course, it is infinitely 
more so to-day, with Japan in occupa- 
tion of Singapore and the Malacca 
Strait and menacing Rangoon. As a 
result, the principal—and, indeed, the 
only—ar ument in favour of routin 
Near and Middle East supplies roun 
the Cape has gone by the board. 

Seeing that the Indian Ocean route 
cannot any longer be regarded as safe 
for Allied supp fies it is advisable for 
them to take account of its other great 
handicap—1.e., excessive length of 
voyage. To repeat a comparison 
already made, from Halifax to 
Capetown is 6,423 miles, and 
from Capetown to Port Said is 
another 5, ie. 11,769 in all. As 
against this.the direct voyage, Halifax- 
Port Said, is only 4,571 m s. Quite 
recently Mr. Churchill pointed out, that, 
a merchantman can only. make three 
trips a year by the Cape route, now 
as expósed as any other. Seeing that 
this route is more than two-and-a-half 
times as long. as the alternative, it 
must require some twice-and-a-half 
times as many ships to do the same 
amount of carrying. Or, to put. it 
another way, a ship can make two- and- 
a-half times the number of Yn via 
Gibraltar that she can via the Cape— 
i.€., seven or eight trips annually in- 
stead of three, which is so enormous a 
gain that it would pay the Allies to 
strive for it at almost any cost. 


CONVOY RISKS 


Much has been talked about the 
risks encountered by convoys in narrow 
waters—but what are the real facts as 
shown by the latest experiences of the 
present war? The side, which en- 
joyed local surface of sea superiority has 
always got the bulk of its convoys 
through such narrow waters—the Japa- 
nese down Makassar Strait, the Ger- 
mans up-Channel from Brest, the 
British last week in the Mediterranean, 
Since we have so many examples in 
the current year, why go further back? 
It is not necessary to have air super- 
iority over the waters concerned to 
get a convoy through—it is quite suffi- 
cient to be able to contest the air on 
a fairly. even ra? " This was the 
big, fundamental difference between 
Dunkirk on the one hand, and Greece, 
Crete and Singapore on the other. 

In face of the statement of some 
weeks back by Admiral Land, Chair- 
man of the U.§. Maritime Commission, 
that “construction of Allied shipping 
is now forging ahead of losses by sink- 
ings,’ it would seem as if some more 
aggressive line of naval policy might pay 
the Allies better—at least, in the Atlantic

ALLEGED MURDER 
OF HUSBAND 


MOTHER OF FIFTEEN 
ON TRIAL 


MOTHER of fifteen children appeared 
A in the dock at the Central Criminal 
Court in Dublin yesterday charged 
with murdering her husband. She was 
Sarah Madigan, aged 42 years, alleged by 
State Counsel to have administered 
strychnine to her husband, Patrick, sixty 
years old County -Counciil worker, after he 
had accused her of infidelity. With her in 
the dock was her daughter, Nora, aged 
eighteen, charged with the same offence, 
but who will be given a separate trial. 
Counsel for the State, Mr. M. J. Con- 
nolly, K.C., told the Court yesterday that 
husband and wife lived in a cottage near 
Kilkee for twenty-four years. Last year 
discord entered-into their relations. Madi- 
gan accused his wife of infidelity, and there 
would be evidence that a wecal farmer 
named Hassett came to the house during 
the day when the husband was absent. 
There were other meetings, too. Feeling 
grew worse, and Mrs. Madigan said that 
her husband threatened her with a knife. 
Counsel described how, on August 30, 1941, 
the accused women had purchased 20 grains 
of strychnine at a local druggist’s shop, 
stating that she wanted it to poison cats 
that were killing her chickens. On Sep- 
tember 13 she purchased 20 more grains, 
and within ten days her husband was dead. 
Half to one grain of strychnine, counsce! 
said, was a fatal dose for an adult. 
Mr. Connolly spoke of a scene which 
occurred when Madigan ordered Hassett 
out of the house, and added that when a 
man named de Loughrey approached the 
prisoner on September 19, and said her 
husband wanted to settle the dispute she 
said that she would eo. to see his corpse 
coming than himse! “The corpse came 
on September 23,” commented counsel. On 
the day of Madigan’s death he took his 
dinner with him from home. Soon after 
eating it he was found ill on the side of 
the road. He was shivering all over, and 
got convulsions and died in a few hours, 


THE EVIDENCE 


Michael Madigan (20) said: that he was 
one of eight brothers. There were also 
seven sisters. There was a row between 
his father and mother a month before his 
father’s death, and from that until his 
father’s death his parents did not speak to 
each other. 

The witness, cross-examined by Mr.

AXIS STRATEGY 


How the Axis High Command views 
the question was made abundantly 
clear in Admiral Luetzow’s recent 
extraordinarily interesting broadcast on 
the Mediterranean cam emreign “With 

lans Britain would have closed 
rowel Germany a blockade which 
would have been even tighter than the 
blockade of the First World War.” 
And again: “We began our ceaseless 
attacks on Malta and were even forced 
to push the Atlantic. battle against 
British shipping into the background 
and withdraw a great number of 
U- boats | from there to the Mediter- 
ranean.’ In other words, it was im- 
rative io vigorously attack the 
British communications; because other- 
wise the British could build up an 
overpowering front in the all-important 
African war-theatre—which was over- 
seas from both belligerents, be it 
clearly understood, 

Some eight or ten days ago “a 
Reuter telegram from Cairo ” appeared 
in the papers, which spoke of “the 
possibility in the spring of a German 
drive towards the great oil centre of 
Iraq’ and of counter-preparations 
thereto. For a long time past the pre- 
sent writer has felt unable to subscribe 
to the common “Hitler needs oil 
theory. It would -now seem a good 
deal more reasonable to assume that 
Germany has greatly expanded her 
capacity of distilling oil from coal—a 
science, by the way, which she has 
imparted to the Japanese. Over and 
above her own vast coal resources, Ger- 
many now controls those of Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, Belgium and France: 
those of "Russia, probably, are too close 
to the fighting fre t.. At all events, 
the Axis has managed for two-and-a- 
half years to do without any major 
oilfield—though we may be certain that 
the Polish and Rumanian fields, as well 
as the minor ones in Alsace and 
Albania have been exploited to the full.

It certainly seems a very questionable 
olicy to immobilise an army = in 
alestine and Syria in face of a threat 
that may never materialise. We learn 
that “a broad gauge railway is being 
built to link Palestine and Syria.” 
And all this time it is alleged that the 
war in Libya is a contest of com- 
munpications. Why has no railway 
construction taken place in rear of the 
8th Army? According to Captain 
Margesson, the late War Minister, 
the recent advance in Libya broke down 
because it was 300 miles in advance of 
railhead. The railhead in question 
is, apparently, still at Mersa Matruh. 
Why it has not been pushed out to 
Sidi Barrani at least is one of these 
things the ordinary observer finds it 
difficult to understand. The distance is 
eighty miles as the crow flies—say 100 
along the easiest trace for a railway 
track. Meantime, judging by this 
Reuter despatch, all Africa is busy 
makin en; ways in Asia—we are told 
about Egyptians, Basutos, Kaffirs, West 
Africans, South African engineers and 
Rand ‘miners toiling through the 
mountains of Syria. The fact is the 
British seem to have quite forgotten 
their own experience during the last 
war in Sinai—on the other side of 
Egypt. Then they only advanced 
steadily when they had made a railway 
and a water pipe-line. And in 1916-17 
they had to push the railway in front 
of them instead of . carrying it up 
behind. 


NAVAL OPERATIONS 

A similar reflection, about the naval 
side of operations, ‘is prompted by 
another statement by Admiral Luetzow: 
‘ Receiving information that a British 
offensive was imminent, we began to 
launch our attacks against the British 
Mediterranean Fleet.’’ The fine battle- 
ship Barham was the most notable 
victim of these attacks. One wonders 
was she — and her two colleagues— 
engaged at the time on a battleship’s 
job? In the last war that sort of in- 
shore work was;entrusted to monitors; 
but there has been no mention of these 
ships in the present war—not since 
Terror was sunk quite a considerable 
time back, And, yet, monitors have 
the big recommendation of being 
speedy of construction — one year 
against the battleship’s four. For 
example, if the guns and turrets of 
the battleships now building had been 
used to arm three times the number of 
super-monitors a year ago! One 
wonders what such a shipbuilding- 
animator as Fisher would have de- 
cided? It is known that at one critical 
stage on his retreat to El Ageila, 
General Rommel abandoned the coast 
road for fear of naval bombardment. 

At the present time there is a lull 
on the Libyan front, with the Allies 
occupying a reasonably strong west- 
ward-facing position at Gazala. It 
would seem sim ly commonsense on 
their part to make up their minds to 
consolidate there, to reinforce heavily, 
to push railhead as close to Tobruk as 
they safely can, to reinforce the 
Mediterranean Fleet with all availabte 
ships of suitable types, to regain the 
November standards of air superiority, 
and to forget about the milk-cans so 
heavily diluted in the South China Sea.
